"AN INTERESTING KB PORT." 
Under tho above headline the Stste 


Journal publishes some comments and 
items from tho second biennial report of 
tho Wisconsin state board of supervis- 
ion—covering the period from Septem- 
ber 30th, 1884, to October 1.1SS6. During 
that period, says the Journal, the board 
steadily adhered to the polioy adopted 
by it when it entered upon its duties, 
namely, of endeavoring to secure from 
the institutions in its charge, for tho pec- 
pie of the state, the maximum of benefits 
at the minimum of cost. 
While it

not claimed 
that 
in the 
pur- 


suit 
of 
this 
policy 
the 
full- 


est measura of success possible has been 
attained, it is ^confidently asserted that 
the institutions were never before in so 
good condition as they are to-day, and 
never before so successfully doing the 
work for which they were established. 


Nothing haa been withheld from tho 


institutions which was necessary to the 
proper discharge of their functions, and 
while liberal expenditures have been 
made in repairs and renewals, tho appro- 


priations granted by the legislature hevo 


sufficed, in eaoh case, to meet all proper 
demands up to this date, and it is esti- 
mated tnat enough remains unexpended 
to carry the institutions to tho end of the 
appropriation year, and leave a surplus 
to the oredit of each, with tho exception 
of the school for the blind, where the 
whole appropriation, and possibly a trifle 
mora, will he required. The board takes 
no 
little 
pride 
in 
being able to 


make this statement, and is pardoned for 
calling attention to the fact that since i* 
came fully into the control of the appro" 
ptiations for the state charitable, re- 
formatory and penal institutions, no de- 
ficiency has occurred on either of them, 
but, un the contrary, some thousands of 
dollars of surplus have- remained in tho 
state treasury, although tho appropria- 
tions were not !n any instance excessive, 
their per capita on tho whole being loss 
than in former years. 


There is a point of some significance 


because while tbe expenses of other de- 
partments of the stato government has 
increased, growiog out of an additional 
volume of business, the expenses of the 
institutions, in the aggregate, have de- 
creased, [the average weekly cost per 
capita in all tho institutions being but 
S3.19 for 1SSG, against S3,35 for 1SS5.

Allison, chairman ot tho sonato 
appropriations committoo, fools doubtful; 
•vvhilo Beck, another member of that coin- 
mittoc, Lhinlcs it o.ttromoly doubtful whether 
all the appropriation bills can bo cleared up 
in time for adjournment at nooix noxt Fri- 
day.

Only thro 
of tho regular fourteen appropriation bill 
havo finally passed both branches—tho army 
pension, nnd military academy—whilo 
aro in the hands of conferonco comuiittooa 
Thcso aru tbe postoflico, Indian, sundry civil 
District of Columbia, nnd river and harbor 
tho last named going.to a conference only 
Saturday. Tho naval bill passed tho house 
Saturday, witii such amendments as to ro 
quire a great deal oC conference discussion 
Tho consular and diplomatic bill has passoc 
both houses, but there aro serious difference:

1, in D minor, by Guilmant. Thosubjoct 


of Dr. 'i'nlnmge's sermon ^vas "Tho Spoiling 
Of Jordan," and his text Jor. xii, 5: "It tbou 
last vnri ivitli tho footmen, and they have 
•wearied tliee, then how canst thou contend 
•with horses? And if in tho land of poaco, 
•wborein thou tmstcdst, thoy wearied thoo, 
then hoiv wilt thou do in tho swelling of 
Jordan!" Tbo eloquent preacher said: 


Not in a petulant but in kindly terms I 


must complain that u wrong has boon dono 
mo and tho causo of honest journalism, by a 
pretended jonnon that is going tlio rounds of 
jundrods of papers with my namo appcndod, 
a sermon entitled "Frauds Detected;" test, 
Numbers xxxii, 23: "But if yo will not do 
so, behold, 3-0 havo sinned against tho Lord:

;ind I would not speak ot it 
Such a fraud 


is not only a wrong to mo but to tho Rontlc- 
nonwho, ot tbc-so tables, Sabbath by Sab- 
jath, tako accurate report of what is said and 
iono; and is a gross vronj to the 2,000 nows- 
mpers which givo overy week my sermon in 
'ull to their readers, and often at groat ei- 


so to themselves. Tho only fault I havo 


a find with the newspaper pross oC this 
country is, tbat thoy treat mo too well. But 
I cannot be made responsible for entire spr- 
mons, not ono word ot which did I proach. 
3ut now I turn from personal explanation to 
tho moro Important subject o£ tbe text. 


Jeremiah had bocorno impatient with his 


troubles. God says to him: "If you cannot 
ttand these small trials and persecutions, 
what aro you going to do when tbo • greater

Jesus Chri.it, when things aro comparatively 
niooth, what will we do without Christ amid 
tho ovcrpourir.g misfortunes and disasters of 
if!e that may como upon us?

AT THE CHURCHES, 


OTHKK gEaitlOXS IXTHK JAIMES- 


OP VKHESHU*. 


TRINITY OIIUHCH, 


Dr. J. F, Oonovar preached his fare- 


well sermon yesterday morning. He 
aid: 
"With to-day my duties aa rector of 
his parish terminate. My term of ser- 
vice here has not been cs long as I ex- 
pected or hoped. 
1 had personally 


nothing to do with coming h°re. The 
call camo unsought, at a time when I was 
soon to ba disengaged and I felt satisfied 
,hat the finger of God pointed me to this 
work. And so personally I have bad 
.othing to do with my going away. I 
have not sought to go away. The call to 
my now field of labor came to me un- 
sought and unexpected, by no procure- 
ment of mine. Twice before I have 
bean callen from this work and declined. 
Why ehonld I go now ? T will tell yon. 


'First, I have felt for some time that! 


the parish was paying moro for tho snp- 
pjrt of its worship than it could offord. 
This has been apparent in the fact that 
every year the parish has run in debt. I 
have felt that this ought not to be and 
that the salary paid me was too largo for 
the income o£ tho pnnsh. 


"Second, No stated arrangement was 


made annually to either pay or avert trmt 
deficiency. That waa contrary to my 
fired opinion of what is right. I did 
not want the parish burdened with debt, 
and yet under such an arrangement that 
was inevitable. 


'Tbe debt must bo paid somotimo. It 


is easier to pay a small debt than a lar^o 
one. 3o I asked myself. Why is not this 
deficiency paid each year as it occurs?, 


'On reflection i discovered the reasons 


to be either that the parish waa unable 
to pay the required sum; or it was un- 
willing. 
If unable, that sottled the 


mattar and tho expenditure must be 
diminished. Certainly the parish is not 
as able as it used to be. Ot late years it 
haa lost by death and removal many per- 
sons of comfortable moans. 


'If unwilling, why unwilling? There 


must bo reasons for that. The reason 
naturally suggested would bo dissatisfac- 
tion with the present order of parish 
administration or a cold indifference that 
did not care whether the worship in tho 
parish was supported or not. In either 
of thojo events a rector would Cod small 
encouragement to continue his work in 
this particular fisld. I am simply giving 
you the working of my own mind in this 
matter. There are some facts that seem 
to confirm both these views: viz: dimin- 
ishing hulp in parish work; poor attend- 
ance on service?; censoriousness in the 
parish, especially about the music; small 
offerings; personal evidences of dissat- 
isfaction. 


"Jnet at this time tho unsougnt call 


to another field ol labor came, and I felt 
that whatever work God designed me to 
do here 1 had done and that it was His 
will I should go elsewhere. No doubt 
He will yet make this more plain to you 
and to me." 


The apeafcor then referred to the chutoh 


improvements that have been mede, and 
paid for without adding anything to the 
debt. 


"Ian glad to believe," he oonlic.ued, 


.'that my work here has not been unfruit- 
ful. 
It bus boon conducted withont 


marked disturbance m the parish. 
It 


has followed Jtho guidance of the church, 
endeavored to hold all its services and 
bring out all its teaching. It has kept 
the parish in line with tue diocese. 1 
haa responded to the needs of tho per- 
sonal church. It has observed tbe tradi- 
tion cf the parish. It has endeavored to 
restore and re-edentify with the parish 
those who had wandered away or were 
lapsed. In this way it has restored tho 
former membership of the parish, and 
there have been added about twenty 
families not hitherto on the parish regis- 
ter. 
Tho large fine, well-diilled surplice 


choir isj a most morkod addition. Tho 
Sunday school has increased in numbers 
and efficiency, bus been well supplied 
with all ^requisites and added two-thirds 
to the cumber of volumes in the library. 
Tbe 
molhera' 
meeting, tbe 
pewing 


school, the Woman's Auxiliary have been 
added with such values as appertains to 
them. 
The income of tho parish has 


doubled. The parish Las also had [spec 
ial advantages which are to be considered^ 
in the marked prominence which ha 
been given to the great festivals. The 
rector has held 755 services in the parish, 
Tho Baptisms have been 53. Confirma- 
tions 24; burials 29; marriages 17. 


"What has been done is a good vantage 


ground for doing much more. Tho msin 


thing is to secure another rector at once, 
and in tho meantime hold fast to all that 
has been acquired. 
"You will pardon me if I put my finger 
on the one or two weak spots in this 
parish. First, the few who are actively 
engaged m the work of it. 
The persons 


in the parish wh3 are engaged in active 
work tor its support are 108. But 44 of 
these serve in two organizations; 16 in 
three; 10 in four, and 2 m five, which 
reduces the actual working forced to 
about 40 persons, out of 200 communi- 
cants, and 
375 
persons 
in 
tbe 


parish. It is because so few havo done 
their part, that the parish is not stronger. 


1 Second, The pariah lacks pride and 


confidence in itself. 
Jt talks of ite 


weakness, and eeema to always anticipate 
failure. 
Now, there have been some 


things done in this parish of late years, 
during this rectorship, the parish ought 
to have been proud of. 
Other parishes 


boast o£ what we have, and rtjoioe in; 
but that is not the habit of this parish. 
It is never much pleased or exhilerated. 
Tho very thirgs our neighbors in the 
oity havo seen in us to admire and com- 
mond, have rarely been spoken of in the 
parish, unless some uncomfortable per- 
son has censured them." 


The speaker finished with an eloquent 


appeal for those who had been bap- 
tised, and for those that had been con- 
firmed during his rectorship. 
He felt 


them to be of his own blood, and prayed 
that whoever might oome after him, 
would keep their feet from straying, aud 
guide them to a better life.
